Watch out for distraction thefts 

York Region - York Regional Police 
are warning of an increase in so-called 
“distraction thefts" from vehicles, purses 
and wallets. 

On Nov. 27, the victims had been 
shopping at a mall in Newmarket, and 
purchased several high-value electronic 
items from a store. On returning to their 
vehicle, they placed the items in the back 
seat of their car, then left the mall, driving 
to their residence in Vaughan. They made 
a stop at a plaza located at 525 Cityview 
Blvd., when the passenger left the vehicle 
and went into the store. The driver was 
approached by an unknown female, who 
advised him that there was some change 
beneath his vehicle. He exited the car, 
crouched down to pick up a loonie, and 
when he stood back up the woman was 
gone - and so were the new electronics 
items in the back seat; the rear passenger 
door was left slightly open. 

York Regional Police advise: 

. If you are approached in a parking lot 
by someone claiming your tire is flat, your 
vehicle is damaged, or you have dropped 
money on the ground, immediately 
retrieve your purse or wallet, lock the 
doors, turn off the vehicle, and take your 
keys out of the ignition. This may be a ploy 
to distract you, in order to steal your purse, 
other items in the car, or the vehicle itself. 

. Keep purchases locked in the trunk of 
yourvehide, out of sight. 

. Keep an eye on personal items while 
shopping, and never turn your back on 
them. 


South Simcoe Police Briefs 

. Keep all zippers closed and pockets 
buttoned. 

. If you have purchased a big ticket 
electronic item, do not leave it in your car 
and continue shopping; arrange to pick up 
these items as you finish your shopping. 

. Be extra alert if someone “accidentally" 
spills something on you; this is often a 
ploy to carry out a distraction theft of your 
wallet, purse, or cell phone. 

. If you observe suspicious activity/ 
persons, contact police immediately. 

Don't give thieves the opportunity to 
make you a victim of crime.

Festive Season RIDE 

On Dec. 2, two South Simcoe Police 
R.I.D.E. Checks stopped a total of 60 
vehicles, and administered 3 roadside 
screening test. All drivers passed... but just 
after 9 p.m., Police were called to the Big 
Bay Point area, to a report of a suspicious 
vehicle, called in by a concerned citizen. 

The vehicle was located, and the two 
male occupants satisfied police that their 
business in the area was legitimate, but 
the officer detected an odour of alcohol on 
the driver's breath. A roadside screening 
test registered a WARN, and the man 
received a 3-day Licence Suspension. 

On Dec. 3, Police set up R.I.D.E. checks 
at 4 locations in Innisfil, stopping 260 
vehicles, and administering 20 tests. 

Two drivers received 3-day suspensions 


for registering a WARN; a young driver 
received a 24 hour suspension after 
registering a blood alcohol level above 
0 - and three drivers were charged. At 6 
p.m., an officer detected alcohol on the 
breath of a female driver; as a result a 40 
year old Innisfil woman was charged with 
Over .080, her vehicle was impounded 
for 7 days, her licence suspended for 
90 days, and she was given a Dec. court 
date. Fifteen minutes later, police stopped 
another motorist who admitted to 
consuming alcohol. The 51 year old Innisfil 
male was charged with Over .080, his 
vehicle impounded for 7 days, his licence 
suspended for 90 days. And at 11 p.m„ at 
a different location, a female driver with 
alcohol on her breath was charged with 
Over 90, her vehicle impounded and her 
licence suspended for 90 days. 

Dec. 4, South Simcoe Police checked 


screening tests. Five drivers registered 
a WARN and received a roadside licence 
suspension; their vehicles were towed. Two 
drivers were charged with Open Alcohol 
in their vehicles; 3 drivers were arrested 
for Over .080 and face Criminal charges 
- as well as a 90 day licence suspension; 
and two drivers ages 21 or younger were 
found to be above a 0.0 blood alcohol level, 
and were charged, and given a licence 
suspension. Police also seized marijuana 
from 2 drivers, after detecting the odor of 
the drug in the vehicles.

W e were going to write 
about climate change. 
Or perhaps the announcement

earlier this week. Although the 
festive season is well-underway, 
despite the decorated windows, 
the street banners and the festive 
lights, there was little activity on 
the main street of Bradford. 

Small businesses need support 


big competition, not only from 
box stores and malls, but online 
shopping - yet they are the 
backbone of their communities, 
the anchors of retail areas, 
providing personal service 
and keeping in touch with the 
preferences of residents. 

They face rising costs - rents, 
taxes, utilities - that cut profit 
margins, yet manage to support 
local sports, charities and school 
programs, because this is where 
they live. 

So we’d like to challenge 
residents to do at least some of 
their Christmas shopping here 
- not just at the big stores, like 
Canadian Tire, Home Depot and 
Walmart, not just at Dollarama, 
but at stores like U at Home - 
with its amazing giftware and 
decor items; Harmony House 
& Home furnishings; Dutch 
Treats, specializing in European 
meats, cheeses, gifts and sweets; 
The Pink Closet fashions and 
accessories, Bradford Rental 
Sales and Service’s hand and 
power tools, snowblowers and 
other equipment; jewellery at 
Diamond Dreams, and Peter

AN IDLE-FREE COMMUNITY 

To the editor: Inspired by the climate 
change conference in Paris, my Grade 12 
Writer's Craft class was motivated to find 
ways to combat climate change within our 
own community. An issue raised was one 
that has concerned me for many years: 
unnecessary idling. 

The number of Bradford residents who 
idle their cars for an excessively long time 
is deeply concerning to me. Idling is one of 
the many contributors to global warming in 
our world, and one that I know can be easily 
reduced. 

Idling literally gets us nowhere, burning a 
hole in our pockets and the ozone layer. Did 
you know that if drivers refrained from idling 
just three minutes a day, Canadians would 
every year collectively save over 630 million 
litres of fuel, 1.4 million tonnes of carbon 
dioxide emissions, and $630 million in fuel 
costs (assuming gas at $1 per L.). Allowing 
your car to idle for two minutes uses just as 
much fuel as actually driving one mile; the 
average driver lets their car idle five to 10 
minutes a day! 

We live in a society that depends heavily 
on our vehicles as our main mode of 
transportation, and where idling has become 
instinctive. How often do you run your 
car before you leave the house, or ieave it 
running while you wait to pick up your kids 
from school? Many people feel their actions 
are too insignificant to be doing any harm. 
They don’t see that their actions, combined 
with those of many others, become of much 
wider consequence over the course of time. 

If five cars are idling at each school in 
Bradford, for 15 minutes each day - with 


10 schools, that becomes 50 cars, and 750 
minutes of idling a day. 

A common excuse, especially during the 
winter months, is the need to “warm up the 
engine.” In fact, this statement is misguided, 
since the best way to warm up your car is to 
actually drive it. Experts say there is no need 
to run your car before driving because today's 
engines are designed to work well in colder 
weather. Simply driving the car warms it up, 
without the need to idle. 

Over the past years, many municipalities 
across the country and within our province 
have taken the initiative to ensure cleaner 
air by creating anti-idling bylaws. Currently, 
there are 15 municipalities in Ontario that 
have passed idling control bylaws, including 
Burlington, Guelph, Huntsville, Kingston, 
London, Markham, Niagara Falls, Oakville, 
Pickering, Stratford, Toronto, Vaughan, 
Whitchurch/Stouffville, Windsor and 
Woodstock. I believe Bradford should join 
the growing list of idle-free towns and cities, 
to ensure a better world for our children. This 
should be an especially clear course of action 
during a time when climate change is a major 
concern for many Canadians. 

In the end, reducing idling is a basic and 
achievable way for everyone to help reduce 
our carbon footprint, and ensure we leave a 
liveable planet for future generations. If you 
still insist on running your car just to make 
it warm before you drive away, my advice is 
to put on a jacket and get going: We live in 
Canada. It gets cold in winter. Let’s learn to 
deal with it, and not harm the planet in the 
process.

Madi was diagnosed with 
Cystic Fibrosis at the age of 
eight months, and struggled 
with ill-health for years, out 
of school more often than she 
was in class. Until 2013, when 
she was entered in the drug 
trials for Kalydeco, a newly- 
developed drug treatment for 
the specific genetic mutation 
that causes her CF. 

There was one problem: 
according to OHIP, the drug 


was too expensive, at $348,000 
per year, even with the reduc¬ 
tion offered by the pharmaceu¬ 
tical company. 

It’s hard to be told your life 
isn’t worth the cost, especially 
if you’re a kid. Madi and her 
family refused to accept the 
bureaucratic response. First 
they launched fundraisers, 
in Madi’s school and in the 
community, so that the family 
could cover pay for Kalydeco, 
and then they met with politi¬ 
cians, advocating for the life¬ 
saving drug to be added to 
OHIP’s drug list, not only for 
Madi, but for the 3-4% of CF 
patients with the same muta- 

Madi was tireless, despite 


her illness. And she won her 

Last year, she was presented 
with the CF Advocacy Cham¬ 
pion award by Cystic Fibrosis 
Canada - and this year Global 
Genes, a rare disease advocacy 
group, presented Madi with the 
International Teen Advocacy 
Champion Award, in Hunting- 
ton Beach, California. 

On Nov. 25, she also won 
the Association of Fundrais¬ 
ing Professionals (Greater 
Toronto) 2015 Outstanding 
Youth Award. 

For Madi, though, it’s sim¬ 
ple. “I just really want to make 
it better for everyone,” she says 
- fighting not just for herself, 
but for everyone with CF.
